Brazil’s unhappy experience with a planned economy 
in relation to coffee implies its own lesson. It is a repeti- 
tion of Britain’s attempt to control production and prices 
of rubber. It is what we may expect to follow in some de- 
gree from the administration’s effort at solution of the cot- 
ton surplus problem. 

i The premier coffee-raising country’s announced inten- 
tion finally to abandon her policy of price control for one 
of open competition may mean exactly what it says, or it 
may be an attempt to force the hand of. other coffee-pro- 
ducing countries that have refused to join in a schedule 
of production-quotas or price parities. Should the latter 
be the real purpose and should it succeed, the fundamental 
considerations will remain unaltered. 

These are, that after 30 years spent in resorting to 
various methods and devices, even burning and dumping 
—35,000,000 bags valued at $300,000,000 were. destroyed 
from 1931 to 1935—Brazil is awakened to the realization 
that she has only intensified her problem. For. while she 
was carrying on‘her program of production scarcity and 
thus supporting prices, she was encouraging other coffee- 
growing nations to extend their tree planting. This went 
on notably in British, Belgian and French Africa, in 
Colombia and some Central American countries. 

The New Deal attempt to arrest ahe play of economic 
law has worked toward placing American cotton in a posi- 
tion somewhat analogous to Brazil’s coffee. While Wash- 
ington was pegging the domestic price above the world 
market price, in addition to curtailing production acre- 
age, other cotton countries were expanding their planting 
to capture part of America’s foreign market, and they suc- 

f ceeded. Included in this group was Brazil. With her 

growing difficulties in supporting coffee prices, she em- 
braced the opportunity afforded to go into raising a lot 
more cotton and cutting in on U. S. exports to Japan, this 
nation’s begt customer—but, ironically, the U. S. South 
could not grow coffee. e 

As a result in a year when foreign consumption, as with 
domestic consumption, reached an all-time high this coun- 
try’s cotton exports were proportionately much less than 
they should have been and a more serious situation im- 
pends. No nation is great enough to flaunt economic law 
before the world. 

But Brazil’s experience with ‘‘planning’’ and the New 
Deal’s sad experience in applying the same fallacies to the 
Seuth’s cotton crop appear to have taught the bright boys 
in Washington exactly nothing. In a thousand offices 
politicians are busy drafting plans for extension of sim- 
ilar crackpot schemes to everything the farmer grows. 

They have a new name for it now—the monicker being 
“tever-normal granary.’’ Translated, it means less money 
for the farmer and higher prices for the consumer.

the ancient and modern customs. 
In many places men and women 
work side by side in the fields, 
their peasant dress, including 
wooden shoes, forming a striking 
contrast to the ultra-modern dress 
seen in the cities. 

In vast areas in the northern 
provinces Mrs. Sandford saw evi- 
dence of the ravages of the World 
war, gapping shell holes, wrecked 
buildings and miles and miles of 
cemeteries telling a tragic story. 

In Brittany and Normandy the 
! countryside is particularly beauti- 
ful, being very much like that of 
England, with narrow tree-lined 
lanes and thatched roofed cottages 
surrounded by carefully _ tilled 
fields. The real peasantry is more 
in evidence in those provinces, 
Mrs. Sandford related, many wo- 
men being seen working in the 
fields and washing their clothes 
on the river banks. 

In a paper on “Colorful Ports,” 
written by Mrs. Thomas R. Cum- 
mins and read by Mrs. Stearns In- 
galls in Mrs. Cummins’ absence, 
the smaller and more picturesque 
ports of France were discussed. 
Many of these ports are import- 
ant particularly for their fisheries 
and for the large variety of mer- 
chandise shipped, the towns them- 
selves being a curious mingling of 
the provincial and the cosmopoli- 
tan. Honfleur, an especially busy 
shipping point, from which Cham- 
plain and his company sailed: for 
Canada with the intention of col- 
onizing that country, was given 
careful description, 

Among the larger ports men- 
tioned, Mrs. Cummins told of 
Calais, Cherbourg, Havre, Bor- 
deaux and others, from which the 
great passenger liners and _ the 
merchandising ships sail for the 
various countries of the world.
